This is a final response to your 10 February 2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 

for any and all material [the Central Intelligence Agency ] holds on James Speyer Kronthal. 
A CIA officer who committed suicide in 1953 after working for several years as a Soviet 
agent inside the agency. We processed your request in accordance with the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 
552, as amended, and the CIA Information Act, 50 U.S.C. § 3141. as amended. 

Our processing included a search for records that would reveal a publicly acknowledged Agency 
affiliation existing up to and including the date the Agency started its search and located one 
document which we determined can be released in its entirety. A copy of the document is 
enclosed at Tab A. We also determined that 32 documents can be released in segregable form 
with deletions made on the basis of FOIA exemptions (b)( 1) and/or (b)(3) and/or (b)(6). Copies 
of the documents are enclosed at Tab B. In addition, we conducted a search of our previously 
released records and located 88 documents which were located in connection w ith an earlier 
search for records on the same subject. Copies of the documents are enclosed at Tab C. Please be 
advised that we conducted a thorough and diligent search in an effort to locate full text versions 
of these documents but unfortunately were unsuccessful. Although our searches were reasonably 
calculated to locate the relevant documents, and it is highly unlikely that repeating those searches 
would change the result, you nevertheless have the legal right to appeal the finding of no full-text 
versions of the documents responsive to your request. Therefore, we are enclosing the copies of 
the documents as previously reviewed. 

Additional material was located w hich we determined remains currently and properly classified 
and must be denied in its entirety on the basis of FOIA exemptions (b)( 1) and (b)(3). 

With respect to any other records, in accordance w ith Section 3.6(a) of Executive Order 13526, 
the CIA can neither confirm nor deny the existence or nonexistence of records responsive to your 
request. The fact of the existence or nonexistence of such records is itself currently and properly 
classified and is intelligence sources and methods information protected from disclosure by 
Section 6 of the CIA Act of 1949, as amended, and Section 102 A( i)(l) of the National Security 


Act of 1947, as amended. Therefore, your request is denied pursuant to FOIA exemptions (b)( 1) 
and (b)(3). 

During our searches we located material that was not originated by the CIA. This material 
appears to be relevant to your request and has been referred to the originating agency(s) for 
review and direct response to you. 

As the CIA Information and Privacy Coordinator. I am the CIA official responsible for this 
determination. You have the right to appeal this response to the Agency Release Panel, in my 
care, within 90 days from the date of this letter. Please include the basis of your appeal. 

Please be advised that you may seek dispute resolution services from the CIA’s FOIA Public 
Liaison or from the Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) of the National Archives 
and Records Administration. OGIS offers mediation services to help resolve disputes between 
FOIA requesters and Federal agencies. Please note, contacting CIA's FOIA Public Liaison or 
OGIS does not affect your right to pursue an administrative appeal.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD

Dear Senators Boren and Cohen: 

In response to your letter of January 16, 1990, I have 
addressed the issues raised by Senator Helms in his letter to 
you dated October 18, 1989. 

Regarding the likelihood that CIA and the State Department 
have been penetrated by Soviet or other hostile intelligence 
services, regardless of the results of any competitive analysis, 
and even in the absence of clear evidence to suggest it, we must 
assume that to be the case. The issue of penetration of CIA in 
general, absent specific indicators on which to base a particu¬ 
lar investigation, is handled via reinvestigations of employees 
periodically throughout their career and via other vetting pro¬ 
cedures which include routine use of the polygraph tailored to - 
counterintelligence issues as exemplified in the case of Sharon 
Scranage. More classic investigation occurs on a case-by-case 
basis, as you correctly note, and requires that there be some 
specific indicator that a compromise has taken place so that 
analysis might begin to determine its source. Since espionage 
is a clandestine activity intended not to be discovered, and 
since constitutional provisions prohibit monitoring the 
activities of American citizens who are not already of counter¬ 
intelligence concern for some reason, the majority of leads to 
perpetrators of espionage come to our attention from defectors 
such as Yurchenko, sensitive sources still working in place, 
friendly foreign intelligence services with similar sources or 
as by-products of operati ons abroad dir ected aga inst hostile 
intelligence services,) Virtually (b)(1) 

every such lead involving^ an American, whether firmly identified (b)(3) 
or not and regardless of the source of the lead information, is 
consistently provided to the FBI which has primary responsibil¬ 
ity for investigating Americans and which has law enforcement 
authority. If the subject of a lead is active duty military, 
the information is also shared with the appropriate service. 

Within CIA skilled analysts from both the Counterintelligence 
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Center and the Office of Security maintain close liaison in 
person and through correspondence with counterparts at the FBI 
and the counterintelligence components of State and other 
agencies to exchange data and compare analyses during the 
course of espionage research and investigations. 

Concerning the five cases of "probable” espionage alleged 
by Senator Helms, those of James Kronthal and John Paisley were 
thoroughly examined on repeated occasions over the years and 
absolutely no evidence was ever found to substantiate the highly 
speculative and sensationalist media allegations to the effect 
that these two individuals were long-time "moles” inside the 
CIA. In 1979, for example, in response to suggestions from the 
SSCI and PFIAB to open a post mortem investigation of Paisley, 
the FBI reviewed all available data and concluded definitively 
that Paisley had made no voyages to the Soviet Union while he 
was a member of the Merchant Marine as had been alleged, and it 
fully supported CIA’s own analysis in all respects. Further¬ 
more, in the years since Kronthal’s and Paisley’s deaths by 
suicide in 1953 and 1978 respectively, no Soviet defector or 
other source of information on Americans recruited by the 
Soviet KGB ever provided lead data which might remotely pertain 
to Kronthal or Paisley. 

The case of Karel Koecher is a different matter as he was, 
indeed, an agent of Czech intelliaence since 12J62 who was 
exposed in 1982, He had been (b)(1) 

directed to gain employment on the staff of any U.S. senator or (b)(3) 
with a component of U.S. intelligence. The circumstances of 
his duplicity, arrest and subsequent exchange are all well 
known and in the public domain.

Dear Senators: 

As you know, competitive analysis has been demonstrated by the 1975- 
1976 A Team-3 Team exercise to be beneficial to better intelligence 
support to protecting our national security. It turns out that -he 
Central Intelligence Agency's benign view of the Soviet military 
threat in the mid-1970s was far too complacent, but we would never 
have had available the more accurate warning of the growth of Soviet 
strategic superiority provided by the 3 Team had it nou been foe the 
exercise of competitive analysis. Contending points of view and 
varying schools of analysis and interpretation are inevitable in try* 
art of intelligence, and experience has shown that we should 
encourage competitive analysis. 

On September 24, 1986, the Senate unanimously agreed to my 
amendment to S. 2477, the Intelligence Authorization Act for Fiscal 
Year 1987, directing the CIA to conduct competitive analysis on 32 
important intelligence issues. One of these issues, numbered 24, *-3 
"The possibility that the CIA and the State Department have been 
penetrated by the KGB at various levels." The CIA's classified 
report to the Senate on this topic was received in 1987. It was, 
however, only a short and cursory paragraph, and it was not the 
result of competitive analysis. 

Since then there have been five probable espionage cases reported 
in the media which suggest that the CIA and the State Depar-men- 
should have treated my amendment more seriously. 


First, the senior foreign service officer Mr. Felix Bloch has be

EXECUTI VE SUMMARY 


The recently-released book Widows < written by William Corson 
and Joseph and Susan Trento, publishes for the first time the case 
of an Agency employee, James Speyer Kronthal, who committed 
suicide on 31 March 1953, in his Georgetown home. 

Widows alleges that Kronthal was the first "KGB mole in the 
CIA," was a homosexual who was blackmailed by the KGB, and that 
the Agency may have been involved in and quickly covered up the 
death. 


Since 8 May 1989, SAD has been investigating this incident and 
has determined the following:

* Subject was and had been involved in homosexual activity, 
was involved in at least one State Department originated

Subject's forthcoming reinvestigation and polygraph, bouts 
with depression, and his inclusion on Senator Joseph 
McCarthy's list of subversive Agency employees, probably 
contributed to his suicide. 


* There is no evidence to support the allegation that Subject 

was a mole for the KGB. Subject had not travelled to Germany 
during the period Widows alleges he was arrested for HA by the 
Gestapo; therefore, the penetration of the German BND by the 
Soviet service could not have discovered his HA and used it 
against him. Subject's job as an analyst did not put(b)(1) 

him in contact with the Soviets. After his death, there was (b)(3) 
no Agency concern or investigation into his co-option by the 
Soviets and no defector sources have reported his supposed 
misdoings. 

* The Agency had no mechanism for dealing with the suicide of 
an employee in this early period. There was no "contact” in 
the DC Police to handle and "cover up” problems with Agency 
employees. The newspapers heavily reported the death and 
subsequent events. The case was closed by the Agency, 
forgotten, and the Security File destroyed in the late 1970's. 

A Security File on Subject has been reconstructed, and will be 
maintained in Information Management Division.

homosexuality and that he worked tor the Agency, not the State

The WASHINGTON POST and WASHINGTON STAR articles about the 
suicide report that Subject left a page-long, handwritten note to 
"a male friend" on the bedside table indicating he was distraught 
due to pressure at work.(Attachment "G") No other notes were 
mentioned. said he saw only the note to Helms. He also 

remarked that Cassal had told him Helms revealed the suicide note 
said "they're after me," supposedly indicating the polygraph and 
reinvestigation.

8. Allegation #6 — The Soviets, through a penetration of 
the predecessor to the German BND, obtained information that 
Subject had been arrested by the Gestapo in the 1930's for 
homosexual activity. The Soviet service set Subject up and filmed 
him engaged in homosexual activity. From then until his death. 

Subject supplied the Soviets with information and the Soviets 
directed his actions. (U) 

Subject's PHS notes that he worked for Speyer & Company as a 
financial analyst from October 1934 until the company’s 
liquidation in 1938. He then taught Art History at both Harvard 
and Radcliffe, joining OSS in April 1942. The only travel outside 
the US Subject reported on his PHS during this time was pleasure 
travel to Italy, France, and England from June to September 1934. 

There is no indication that Subject had been to Germany in the 
time frame alleged. Neither is there any evidence to support the 
arrest by the Gestapo. (C)

10. Of course, if the "Soviet connection" theory doesn't seem 
likely, there should be another motive for Subject's suicide. 

Based on this investigation, it appears that Subject was a 
homosexual who was soon to be brought into reinvestigation and 
polygraph in a period when homosexuals and other "sex perverts” 
were being removed from and denied employment. Subject was also 
known to have bouts with depression. Additionally, there is 
information in a 31 March 1953 FBI memorandum (Attachment "N") 
that Subject's name was on Senator Joseph McCarthy's list of 
subversive Agency employees. 
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All of these factors may have combined, and Subject, feeling he 
would be ruined professionally and humiliated or persecuted 
publicly, committed suicide. The newspaper claim of Subject being 
"upset" because of problems at work would be an appropriate 
summation of the above events. (S) 

11. The Corson Connection — There have been allegations 
throughout this investigation that Corson was befriended by Allen 
Dulles and became an unofficial "troubleshooter" for Dulles. The 
attached study (Attachment "O”) of William Corson, based on a 
review of his security file, interviews, and writings shows that 
it is unlikely Corson ever worked for, with, or was attached to 
the Agency. There is no evidence that he was an insider, and he 
has never made this claim. (C) 

Richard Helms notes that he was a close friend of Allen 
Dulles, played tennis with him, and saw him on a regular basis and 
never heard of or saw Corson during the Dulles tenure. Helms 
severely criticized Corson and remarked that Corson was never an 
Agency employee, never affiliated with, or assigned to the 
Agency. He termed these allegations "nonsense." (C) 

Harder to disprove is the allegation that Corson may have 
Allen Dulles' diary, which contains particularly damning 
information on this case. As the story is told, Corson received 
the diary from Allen M. Dulles the son of the 

former DCI. The best argument against the diary theory is that 
Corson has never mentioned it, never used it as a footnote, or as 
a source. If the diary is the document Corson needs to prove his 
allegations in Subject's case, it seems absurd that he would not 
flaunt its contents in print. Mr Helms also doubts this 
allegation is true. (C) 

12. The Otto John Connection -- There have also been 
continu ing allegations by Ed Sayle, UDAC, 

that Otto John was debriefed by Corson or Justin 
O'Donnell and revealed to them the identity of the 

Subject as a penetration of the Agency. The attached memorandum 
(Attachment "P") reviews the O'Donnell's file and notes that he 
may have cooperated with Corson in a previous book. (S) 

Another memorandum (Attachment "Q") details the case of Edward 
Hoffer, a Army Counterintelligence Corps civilian, who committed 
suicide upon Otto John's defection. 
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There are similarities between Subject's case and Hotter, but 
there is no information concerning a penetration of the Agency in 
either John’s security file or his lengthy 201. There is no 
information that O'Donnell debriefed John, or was given 
information on a penetration. Corson's involvement in the 
debriefing seems unlikely, based on what is known about Corson, as 
detailed above. (S) 

13. Final Aspects — The information received to date on 
Subject essentially presents all the facts of the case. The basic 
information that Subject was an Agency emolovee was Dubliclv 
admitted bv the Aqency after his death.

1. Subject is a deceased Agency employee who committed 
suicide in his Georgetown home on 31 March 1953. Current SAD 
interest stems from a request by C/CIC/SG, Ray Reardon, to 
determine what information OS holds concerning Subject. This 
memorandum will review the case and document SAD actions. 

2. Subject was the topic of a article "The Soviet's 

First CIA Mole," published in the 15 May 1989 issue. (Attachment ' ’ 

"A") The article makes reference to the book "Widows,” written by 
William Corson ~~! and Joseph & Susan (b)(3) 

Trento, which alleges Subject had been co-opted by the Soviets due 
to his homosexuality. 

3. The database contained no information concerning 

Subject. SRD related that Subject's file had been destroyed in 
the late 1970's, when many files over 20 years old were purged.

He further 
noted that the polygraph was uncovering HA cases at that time and 
Subject, feeling that his career would be ruined by a revelation 
of homosexual activity, committed suicide. There was no thought 
whatsoever given to him being a agent of the Soviets. It was 
never determined what substance was in Subjects system. (Though 
Helms was the addressee of one of Subject’s suicide notes, he does 
not recall ever receiving it.) 

6. Ed Sayle, ICS/UDAC was contacted on 16 May 1989 and 
reported that his information concerning Subject’s case came from 
Paul Gayfner, then C/SRS. In August 1954, Sayle was assigned to 
SRS and GaVndr related the following information concerning 
Subject duting a purge of SRS records. It should be noted that 
much of this information is speculation, and there is no 
documentary information currently available to connect Subject 
with the Soviets. 

a. Subject traveled to Germany in the 1930’s on business and 
assisted in the marketting of art works confiscated from the 
German Jews by the Nazis. The Nazis discovered his homosexual 
proclivities and he was blackmailed. He was a close friend of 
Allen Dulles, worked with the OSS in Switzerland, and was

e. Sayle believes that two WFO agents, including 

_ _ then C/WFO, were the first to respond 

to the scene of the suicide and went about "sanitizing" the 
home. They were nearly arrested by the DC police. (There is 
no information in any files to indicate ever responded 

to the scene, or was connected with this case in any way) The 
DC detective investigating the case (Lawrence Hartnett) was 
briefed, and continues to speculate the Agency murdered 
Subject. Corson has interviewed the detective. 

f. Sayle also noted that Corson was a friend of the Dulles 
family and roomed with Dulles and his wife in Georgetown for a 
period. (There is one reference in Corson's file to him 
having known Dulles found in an interview with James J. 
Angleton by the IG) Corson received Dulles' diary from his 
son, who wished to ruin his father's reputation. Subject's 
sister, appalled at his collaboration with the Nazis, assisted 
Corson in his written account. 


g. Sayle states he was told by Gafnfrr that the Bureau may 
have spotted Subject meeting with his alleged Soviet case 
officer(s) and reported it to Col. Sheffield Edwards. Edwards 
briefed Allen Dulles. Dulles confronted Subject with the 
information, obtaining a confession from Subject during the 
dinner meeting. Dulles told Edwards, who in turn reported 
back to the Bureau. 


7. C/IG/OS, located the soft file on Subject, 

created by SAG when William Corson and Robert T. Crowley

d. Corson interviewed Lt. Lawrence Hartnett, DC Metro Police

Subject returned to Harvard to ptfxsue a 
graduate degree, entering the US Signal Corps and later the 
OSS when WWII broke out. 

e. Subject worked with Dulles in Bern during the war and 

later became One of his tasks was to 

recover the art the Nazis stole during the war. 

f. The Soviets* wanted Subject to become an agent-in-place 
the highest offices of the CIA. Soviets felt Subject's 
friendship with Dulles would make him a rising star when he 
returned to Washington. 

g. Subject was provided "Chinese boys" by the Soviets while

1. On 8 May, Dick Helms told me the following concerning: 

JAMES SPEYER KRONTHAL. 

Dick knew KRONTHAL very well, KRONTHAL was a former 
OSS officer who served for us and, indeed, 

committed suicide, probably in 1952. He was a bachelor and 
Dick thinks he probably was a homosexual. One day he did not 
show up for work and several employees went to his home and 
found him dead in bed. He evidentally had taken something, 
but an autopsy was unable to determine what substance was 
in his system. 

There was no thought whatsoever given to him being a 
spy for the Soviets. Dick recalls that the polygraph at 
the time was uncovering cases of homosexuality, and Dick 
speculates that perhaps KRONTHAL realized he had no future 
with the Agency because of his homosexuality and committed 
suicide.

A: At that time, homosexual activity in the Agency was not a big 
thing -- if you confessed it. In other words, if, during your 
polygraph test ... I knew several. In fact, Gould Cassal, to my 
mind, was a homosexual. He left the Agency very shortly 
thereafter.

Q: Was there any talk at the time, like the book alleges, about 
the Soviets? 

A: No. Cordelia became just about the number one CI/CE 

investigator and did a lot of work following cases independently, 
often, of Angelton, and for the director, Mr Dulles, still. If 
she had had any suspicion, she would have told us. What we talked 
about that afternoon was his mental state, and they all, the three 
women there knew him and Gould knew him, and they all felt he was 
depressed.

1. On 20 June 1989, the undersigned interviewed Mr Richard 
Helms, former DCI and C/Ops at the time of Subject's suicide. Mr 
Helms was met at his office at 1627 "K" Street, Suite 402, NW, WDC. 

2. Mr Helms mentioned that he met Subject about 1942 when 
both men were serving in the OSS. He and Subject served in the 
various organizations that eventually became the CIA. 

3. Mr Helms was not aware of the 1951 State Department 

investigation into homosexual activity but(b)(1) 

did remember that a "GI" alleged instances of HA with Subject (b)(3) 
while He also recalled an "endless stream" of cases (b)(1) 

involving homosexual activity and allegations of communist (b)(3) 

sympathies while he was C/Ops. 

4. On 31 March 1953, Helms recalls instructing (b)(3) 

to call the police and give them information pertaining to (b)(6) 

Subject, upon the discovery of Subject's suicide. He did not call 
anyone in the DC Metro Police concerning the case and noted that 

there were no established procedures on discovering the death of 
an Agency employee. 


5. Helms said he did not recall ever receiving the suicide 
note Subject addressed to him. It was, however, read to him, 
possibly by the police, but he does not remember. He said the 
note did not go into why Subject committed suicide, but recalled 
it said he was distressed by work. Helms believes he left the 
note so that it would not be thought he was murdered. 


6. Upon being questioned about the possibility that the 
Soviets co-opted Subject or that Subject was a Soviet mole in the 
Agency, Helms noted that it was highly unlikely that Subject was a 
co-optee and it was never an issue during the 1953 investigation. 

Helms noted that while Subject was in the OSS he (b)(1) 

was an analyst, and was involved with paper in the office and had (b)(3) 
nothing to do with the Soviets. He further remarked that Subject 
had no motive for working for the Soviets; he was an American Jew, 
well-to-do, and not aligned politically with communists. 


WARNING NOTICE 
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Even if Subject had been blackmailed by the Soviets for being a 
homosexual, suicide would not have solved the problem, but 
probably brought it to light. 

7. Mr Helms severely criticized William Corson and remarked 
that Corson was never an Agency employee, never affiliated with 
the Agency, or never worked with the Agency. As concerns the 
allegation that Corson was an "unofficial” Dulles aide and lived 
with Mr Dulles, Mr Helms remarked that he knew Allen Dulles very 
well, had known him since the OSS days, and regularly saw Dulles 
at work and socially. Helms never saw Corson or heard of him 
during the Dulles tenure. He termed this allegation "nonsense." 

8. Helms also volunteered that Subject was not the close 
friend of Dulles as Widows a 11 pops Snhiect had worked for Dulles 

Subject was certainly(b)(1) 
not close enough to Dulles to have dinner with him as the book (b)(3) 
contends. Helms also noted that Subject was not in line for a 
high position in the Agency. He said these allegations are 
definately "not true." He also asserted that he doubted Corson 
had the Dulles dairy. 

9. Helms remarked that following a NEW YORK TIMES article on 
Subject and the book Widows .

Papich was the FBI liaison to the Agency at 
the time Subject committed suicide.

1. Central to the James S. Kronthal case is 

the allegation that William Corson had worked for (b)(3) 

the Agency in the past, was befriended by DCI Allen Dulles, and 

was an unofficial aide for Dulles. Also alleged, was that Corson 

and Justin O’Donnell debriefed Otto John and (b)(3) 

received information that Kronthal was a penetration of the Agency 

by the Soviet intelligence service. 

2. A review of information held by the Agency on Corson, as 
well as interviews with current and former Agency employees does 
not support these allegations. 

3. Corson has neither an Agency personnel nor 201 file, 
indicating he was never an employee, source, or access agent. The 
201 referred to in various memoranda in Corson's Security File is 
his US military personnel file, also known as a 201. 

4. Corson's Security File was opened on 19 May 1969 and 
based on his claim that he was affiliated with the Agency. In an 
18 May 1969 WASHINGTON POST "Potomac" article, Corson related: 

"Not long after the Korean conflict, Corson took a 'quick 
course in Chinese' and began to fulfill special assignments 
for 'the Company.’ Six, nine, twelve-month assignments in 
'Asia -- that's all anybody needs to know — as far west as 
Pakistan." 

Certainly, for a man who made his name exposing inequities in the 
US Government, hiding his work with the Agency, does not fit his 
persona.

1 On 8 June 1989, I spoke with Mary Jackson, DC Metro 
Police, Administrative Files Section (727-4183). Ms Jackson was 
given information on the Subject’s case and attempted to locate 

case file. 

2. Ms Jackson stated that the file had been destroyed. 

Because DC pays for space in the National .Records Center <WRC> in 
Suitland, MD, the DC Police have a special order (Special Order 
79-80 Records Detention Schedule 2-J, Second Edition) by which 
files are destroyed after a certain periods of time. In the case 
of Homicide files, they are retained for seven years at DC Police 
Headquarters and 20 years at NRC. Suicide reports are r e tained at 
DC Police Hq for three years and for seven years in NRC. Jackson 
also said all files in separate holdings at DC Police Hq previous 
to 1954 had been destroyed. 


3. Officer Gary Brashears (727-4368), who seems to be the 
authority on the DC records archives, is on Military Leave for the 
next two weeks, but the writer will contact him to confirm the 
information received from Jackson.

1. The attached memos from C/UDAC and Ed Sayle indicate a (b)(3) 

retired Agency "source" alleges that the Kronthal espionage 
information came from the debriefings of Dr. Otto John

2. O’Donnell's file was reviewed. He entered the Agency 
through the OSS, where he had served in Egypt. His military 
record reflects an uncooperative and rebellious attitude. 

O’Connell had instances of refusing to obey NCOS, exhibiting a 
sarcastic attitude toward them. 

3. Another previous supervisor from the Pennsylvania Motor 
Police stated he "would betray a confidence if it were in his 
interest to do so." A third supervisor recalled he was 
"unhesitant about lying to further his own endeavors.” 

4. O’Donnell’s Agency career was marked with instances of 
conflicts betweeen him and his peers and supervisors. In 1955 he 
submitted a handwritten memorandum under the title, "Reasons Why I 
Think I Am Being Made a Target" (as an Agency scapegoat). Another 
late 1955 memo further illustrates instances of paranoia and 
intemperate acts. 

5. In 1961 O’Donnell attended a meeting conducted by C. Tracy 
Barnes, then A/DDP where he alleged: 

a. Failures in the CI/CE field, as evidenced by Communist 

penetrations of the DD/P. _a staff officer, was (b)(3)

c. He alleged that he had been asked by the DD/P to go to the 
Congo and kill Patrice Lumumba. O'Donnell felt this "was 
basically wrong" and noted he would fight it. 

While O'Donnell was asked on several occasions to put his 
allegations in writing and name names, he refused. This resulted 
in his dismissal, after several meetings with DCI Dulles failed to 
resolve his allegations. 

6. O'Donnell subsequently went to work for DOD. A 14 
September 1962 memo stated that he appeared to be on a personal 
vendetta against the Agency and reflected "his hatred for the CIA 
which he exhibited continuously." 

7. A 15 February 1979 SAD MFR notes that in William Corson's 
book. Th e Armies of Ignorance , he singles out "my good friend" 

Justin O'Donnell among those he acknowledges for help in his book. 

8. Otto John's 201 file has not been reviewed, but from the 
above information it is obvious that O'Donnell is a disgruntled 
former employee, grinding his ax against the Agency for their 
failure to believe his unsubstantiated claims of a penetration and 
other "wrongs" he feels were perpetrated against him. One would 
think that if disgruntled O'Donnell were contacted by or met 
disgruntled Corson, a fast friendship would have ensured. 

9. Corson's service record (attached) does not have any 
indication that he was detailed to or served with the Agency, 
particularly during Allen Dulles’ tenure as DCI, 1952-1960. 

Corson’s security file was started as result of (b)(3) 

Corson does not have, and 
never has had, an Agency Personnel folder. Corson's ability to 
have been in a position to debrief Otto John seems seriously in 
doubt.

e. Westrell had no information of the Subject’s suicide 
notes. Neither did he regognize the name or have information 
on Corson as an aide to DCI Dulles, though he admitted it 
would have been possible. 

f. As concerned the McCarthy list of subversive Agency 
employees, Westrell stated that Subject was on the list, but 
not a prime target. Many of the names on the list were from 
the Germany bases and concerned busted operations. McCarthy 
alleged that these bad operations were due to communists and 
subversives, but Westrell, who investigated the allegations 
against Agency employees, said most of the problems were due 
to "stupid operations" and poor tradecraft.

ALLEGATIONS IN "WIDOWS ": 

1. "Widows" alleges that Subject was a homosexual who was 

sent to Germany by his employer--a NY financial house called 
Speyer & Co.--to assist in selling artworks the Nazis confiscated 
from the Jews. It is alleged that the Gestapo found out about 
Subject's homosexuality, and that the Soviets found this record 
through a post-war penetration of BND. (U) 

2. According to Widows . the Soviets, aware of Subject's 
proclivities, provided him with "Chinese boys" and filmed him 
engaging in sex acts with them. Subject was then coerced into 
providing the Soviets with "packets" of information. The Soviets, 
who wanted an "agent in place" in the Agency's highest office, 
eventually told Subject to press for assignment as head of 
clandestine services. (U) 

3. It is further alleged that on 31 March 1953, the night 
Subject died, he dined at DCI Dulles' home, when Subject returned 
home, he wrote suicide letters to Dulles, Helms, and his sister 
and killed himself. Subject’s body was discovered the next day by 
two Officers from the CIA's Office of Security. Lt. Hartnett, the 
investigating officer with DC's Homicide Squad, was "well- 
connected with the Agency" and was "charged with cleaning up 
messes" that the "CIA wanted hidden."

4. Finally, Widows alleges that Subject’s file is "buried 
deep in the archives of the CIA."

1. Subject's Security file was destroyed in the late 1970s 
and his polygraph file was destroyed in October 1980.

1. On 8 May, Dick Helms told me the following concerning: 

JAMES SPEYER KRONTHAL. 

Dick knew KRONTHAL very well. KRONTHAL was a former 
OSS officer who served for us and, indeed, 

committed suicide, probably in 1952. He was a bachelor and 
Dick thinks he probably was a homosexual. One day he did not 
show up for work and several employees went to his home and 
found him dead in bed. He evidentally had taken something, 
but an autopsy was unable to determine what substance was 
in his system. 

There was no thought whatsoever given to him being a 
spy for the Soviets. Dick recalls that the polygraph at 
the time was uncovering cases of homosexuality, and Dick 
speculates that perhaps KRONTHAL realized he had no future 
with the Agency because of his homosexuality and committed 
suicide.

1. On 17 May 1989, the undersigned contacted Bill Devine, 
Public Affairs Office, concerning "Widows" and and the Kronthal 
case. Bill related that he had several calls from news services 
concerning Kronthal's Agency employment and Corson's allegations 
of connections with the Agency. The PAO stance at present is 
Corson has never been employed or connected with the Agency.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Janes Kronthal. 

1, Shortly before noon 31 March 1953 the Personnel Director received 
a call from Colonel Edwards, Security Officer, CIA, advising that subject 
individual had been found dead at his residence at about 10:30 AM the sane 
day. Colonel Edwards advised that an empty vial had been found by the body 
and the presumption was that subject had taken poison. 


2. Shortly after twelve noon the Personnel Director called: 

Stilt is subject's brother-in-law and he was called in preference 
to subject's next of kin, his Mother, since it was understood the Mother 

was told that subject had committed suicide. 
The Personnel Director said he did not know the method used, but was sure 
he had not shot himself. The Personnel Dir ecto r also indicated that he did 
not know the details at tha t time. asked to break the news 

to the subject's Mother. a greed to do this, but wanted his 

wife, subject's sister, to be present at that time.

said he had not talk ed wi th the Mother as yet and asked if there were any 
other details. 4MMMMMtopronised to call him back_ and aft er talking with 
Colonel Edwards he was called back at 2:30 PI-1. advised that 

the presumption was that subject had committed suicide by taking poison, 
since an empty vial had been found by his bed. The. coroner must examine 
to determine cause. The body is in the morgue anc after autopsy will be 
turned over to the undertaker of the family's choice. 


U. 4MSMMRPt vss further advised that Agency officials were working 
closely with the Metropolitan Police and that as soon as the autopsy was 
performed and the body released that someone from CIA would again be in 
touch with him.
